635(E).—Whereas by notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of 
surface^Transport (Road Wing) number S O. 78 (Ej, dated the 4 th February, 1999, issued under 
section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 { 68 of 1988, the Central 
Government has entrusted the stretch from kilometer 0.000 to kilometer 136.000 ( Calcutta — 
Kharagpur section) of National Highway No. 6 in the State of West Bengal to the National 
Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the “Authority”); 

And whereas, pursuant to the provision of section 14 of the National Highways 
Authority of India Act, 1988 ( 68 of 1988), the Authority has entered into an Agreement 
(hereinafter referred to as said agreement) with M/s Ashoka Dhankuni Kharagpur Tollway 
Ltd., having its registered office at Ashoka House, Ashoka Marg, Nashik - 422011 (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Concessionaire”), the successful bidder for bids submitted on 10.01.2011 
for the development of Dhankuni - Kharagpur section from Km 17.600 to Km 129.000 on 
National Highway No. 6 (hereinafter referred to as the “said section”) to six lane divided 
carriageway and operation and maintenance of the said section. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the National Highways Act, 
1956 (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and 
Collection) Rules, 2008 ( hereinafter referred to as the “Rules”), the Central Government, 
having regard to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and 
operation of the said section, interest on the capital* invested, reasonable return, the volume of 
traffic and the period of the agreement entered into between the authority and the
